This is a Truth, that well deſerves our moſt 
ſerious Conſideration: And I have inſiſted the 
longer upon it, becauſe a Miſtake in this Point, 
muſt needs be of very dangerous and fatal Con- 
ſequence, - What the Apoſtle ſays of Godlineſs in 


general, may truly be affirm'd of this ſingle In- 


ſtance of it, Prayer, if rightly performd; vi- 
That it i; profitable unte al things ; having the Pro- 
miſe of the Lift that nom is, and of that which is to 
come. There is not any one thing neceſſary, either 
to our Temporal or Eternal Happineſs, but what 
the pious Chriſtian may procure to himſelf, by 
diligent Prayer to God for it. So that as muchas we 
value gur preſent and future Welfare; ſo much 
it concerns us to take heed that our Prayers be ſuch 
as God has promiſed to accept. 


I am nat unmindful that there are other Quali- 
fications, beſides that, which I have been hither» 


to contending for, neceſſary to the rendring our 
Prayers ſucceſsful. But having already proved, 
that, if we are defective in this, Which is the 
Foundation of all the reſt, tis impoſſible we ſhould 
not be, defective in them too; or however, that
